Bernard Goldfine woutid up 
eight days of testimony before 
a tHouse subcommittee today 
after refusing once more to 
answer questions about the 
tangled business affairs of two 
of his companies. | 


As the millionaire Boston in- 
dustrialist was finally dis- 
missed as a witness, subcom- 
mittee chairman Oren Harris 
(Dem.), Arkansas, made it clear 
he would push for a contempt 
of Congress Citation against 
Goldfine. 

Goldfine, however, remained 
defiant. He stepped down with 
a parting blast against the sub- 
committee, declaring that 
“every possible attempt was | 
made to smear me” during the | 
inquiry into his relationship 
with Sherman Adams. | 


Earlier in the day, Goldfine | 
testified that he spent more 
time at the White House push- 
ing his business interests dur- 
ing the Truman Administration 
than he has since the Repub- 
licans took over in 1953. 


He told the subcommittee he 
had more White House ap- 
pointments with John R. Steel- 
man, who was President Tru- 
man’s chief assistant, than he

After a final hour of 
tioning this afternoon, rris 
excused Goldfine “until and | 
unless there is a further call” | 
by the subcommittee. 

Goldfine’s press agent, Jack 
Lotto, promptly bustled around | 
handing out copies of a pre-| 


pared statement which his | 
client later read before tele- | 
vision cameras outside the | 


hearing room. ; | 
“Now that my testimony is 


finished,” Goldfine declared, 
“IT would like make this 
comment: I would like to say 


that every. possible attempt 
was made to smear me before 
this committee.” | 

He said he had “nothing to 
hide,” adding: “I answered all 
pertinent questions. This 
smear campaign against Mr.’ 
Goldfine will not fool the 
people.” 

“The hearings proved I did 
no wrong. Of course, I did not 
auswer questions which pried 
into my personal and business 
life. Who would? 

“These questions were politi- 
cal questions and were not 
asked for any legitimate pur- 
poses.’

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
July 17—The United Nations 
special committee accused the 
government of 
Hungary yesterday of violating 
the U.N. Charter and the Dec- 
laration of Human Rights by 
the continued trials and execu- 
tions of men and women who 
participated in the 1956 revolt. 

The committee’s report was 
issued after a series of meet- 
ings, which. began last month 
when Hungary announced the 
execution of former Premier 
Imre Nagy, Gen. Paul Maleter 
and other leaders of the re- 
volt. It has been circulated to 


Communist 


all members. of the General 
Assembly. 


The five-nation group also 
charged the governments of 
the Soviet Union and Romania 
with disregard both of the 
General Assembly and of the 
committee, which the assembly 
appointed. 


The report asserted that the 
Soviet Union and Romania had 
rejected communications of the 
committee, seeking informa- 
tion regarding the trials. The 
delegations of both govern- 
ments here, the committee 
said, had refused even to 
transmit its letters to their 
capitals. 

Repression Continues. 


The committee concluded 
that the executions of,Nagy and 
Maleter “are striking but, un- 
happily not isolated, examples 
of the continued policy of re- 


pression carried out at the | 


present time in Hungary.” 

Some diplomatic circles con- 
sidered the committee’s new 
report eonsiderably stronger 
than the interim finding it is- 
sued June 21. This “deplored” 
the actions of the three Com- 
munist governments. 

At least inferentially, the 
new report accused the pro- 
Soviet government of Premier 
Janos Kadar with bad faith in 
the arrest and trial of Nagy. 
It pointed out that the Hun- 
garian government had pledged 
immunity to the anti-Commu- 
nist leaders when they left the 
security of the Yugoslav em- 
bassy in Budapest. 

“The record clearly shows,” 


said the report, “that the ace | 


tion of the Hungarian Govern-

Talk Instead of Troops 


If Wednesday's official Kremlin statement 
on Lebanon | the Soviet Union's 
final position, world can breathe a sigh 
of relief. The statement is full of sound and 
fury but signifies nothing by way of military 
reaction. The announcement that Soviet 
troops will shortly begin maneuvers in the 
Caucasus falls considerably short of what 
might have been said. . 

Though the Russians “reserve the right” to 
take the “necessary measures,” it is much 
more comfortable to have them denouncing 
what they call American aggression than to 
have them reacting with movements or 
threatening, as they didfi the Suez crisis, the 
dispatch of volunteers and rockets. Cautious- 
ly but hopefully, one can conclude that for 
the present at least the men in the Kremlin 
have decided to make propaganda rather 
than war. 


Secretary Dulles, in advising the President 
to intervene in Lebanon, evidently gambled 
that the Russians would react in this way. 
Feeling sure that the Russians would not risk 
war, he felt safe in risking it himself. That, 
as everybody knows by now, is the art of 
brinkmanship, which Mr. Dulles equates with 
the art of diplomacy. 

. 


Whatever one may think of brinkmanship, 
from the standpoint of either morals or ex- 
pediency, one can be grateful that the gamble 
has paid off so far. But the failure of some- 
body else to convert the Lebanese venture 
into war is a long way from making the ven- 
ture a success. 


The Russians, with their acute sense of 
propaganda and their appreciation of mass 
sentiment in Asia and Africa, may be shrewd- 
ly correct in supposing that they gain more 
by having American troops in Lebanon than 
by having them out. And Mr. Dulles may find 
that how to get the troops home will become 
a more difficult problem than getting them in. 

For now Mr. Dulles and the President face 
the task of justifying their action before the 
world. That this will not be easily accom- 
plished by the use of magic phrases like “in- 
direct aggression,” and false analogies with 
Korea and the Truman Doctrine, is strongly 
suggested by Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold’s statement to the Security Council. 


Mr. Hammarskjold, in effect, took issue 
with the President’s claim that American 
Marines were needed to halt the flow of aid 
to the rebels when he announced that the 
U.N. observers are now fully capable of ac- 
complishing that mission. He made his mean- 
ing unmistakable by explicitly ordering the 
observers to make no contact or working ar- 
rangement with American troops. 


Sweden’s flat disapproval of the Marine 
landings, and its open challenge of the Presi- 
dent’s attempt to find a legal basis for it in 
the U.N. Charter, is another indication of 
where Mr. Dulles now stands in neutral 
opinion,

It is disappointing that the American reso- 
lution offered in the Security Council turns 
out to be much milder than it sounded when 
President Eisenhower was assuring the world 
that our troops entered Lebanon only to hold 
the fort until a U.N. force could be organized. 
The resolution does not even call unequivocal: 
ly for the establishment of such a force. It 
merely calls on Mr. Hammarskjold to consult 
with Lebanon and other nations. about “addi- 
tional arrangements” for policing the border 
which Mr. Hammarskjold says is well policed. 


Unless the United States makes a sincere 
and vigorous effort to have the’ United Na- 
tions take over the responsibility in Lebanon 
—unless it carries that effort to the General 
Assembly if the Security Council fails to act 
——we shall have a most difficult time per- 
suading the ex-colonial peoples of Asia and 
Africa that we went into Lebanon only to 
meet an emergency that could not be met 
otherwise. 


An Expressway for South St. Louis 


The Missouri Supreme Court has upheld 
the State Highway Commission's authority to 
establish limited access highways within St. 
Louis. This latest reaffirmation of the Com- 
mission’s substantial powers over highway lo- 
cations came in a case growing out of con- 
struction of the Third Street Interregional 
Expressway. The principle of state para- 
mountcy is especially pertinent to the Ozark 
Expressway, which some Aldermen seem to 
think they can prevent from coming through 
South St. Louis. 


They cannot. About a year ago Mayor 
Tucker persuaded the Commission to go ahead 
with detailed engineering of the Ozark even 
though the Aldermen had not specifically 
pledged payment of the city’s share of right- 
of-way costs. Until then, the state had taken 
the position that it would not engineer the 
$31,000,000 expressway until the Aldermen 
put up the city’s $1,000,000 right-of-way 
share, one of several similar items overwhelm- 
ingly approved by the people in the 1955 
bond issue. 

There is now no question that the Commis- 
sion can drive this expressway through’ the 
South Side at any location and at any time 
it sees fit, whether or not the city pays any 
right-of-way costs. Naturally, though, if the 
Aldermen hold out, construction will be de- 
layed. Instead of raising obstacles to this 
$31,000,000 gift from the federal and state 
governments, the Aldermen ought to vote the 
right-of-way appropriation and invite the state 
to accelerate its construction plans.

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Eyes on Mr. McCone 


Atomic energy bills respongive to some of 
the most pressing requirements, and worthy 
of this country’s position in the nuclear age, 
have passed the Senate and the House.

These actions present a stinging notifica- 
tion to the Atomic Energy Commission—and 
the White House—to get the atomic energy 
program off dead center. 


There is thus presented to the new chair- 
man of AEC, John A. McCone, immediately 
upon his assumption of the office, an acid 
test of his intentions. Will he enter whole- 
heartedly into a program designed to get 
somewhere? Or will he perpetuate former 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss’s sterile policy of 
doing nothing unless it can be done’ under 
the guise of private enterprise, though with 
most of the cost coming from the public 
purse? , 

Mr. McCone enters upon his new office with 
an exceptional reservoir of good-will. On 
many sides he promises a welcome relief 
from the antagonisms Adm. Strauss stirred 
up right and left. As Secretary of the Air 
Force in the Truman Administration he made 
a reputation for being a good administrator 
and for being able to work with others. 


But as Chairman of AEC Mr. McCone will 
be under more than the usual scrutiny. He 
will have to prove for himself that he is an 
independent operator and not a straw-man 
for Strauss. He will have to demonstrate that 
he is uninfluenced by his financial connec- 
tions with suppliers of firms performing im- 
portant contracts for the AEC: Union Car- 
bide, Kaiser Engineers, Dow Chemical, Utah 
Construction Co., Bechtel Co. Mr. McCone 
has resigned his management responsibilities 
and the Joint Committee has been disposed 
to accept his arrangements as satisfying any 
objections on the ground of conflict of inter- 
ests. Nevertheless, it will remain for the 
known fairness of his actions to establish that 
the confirmation of a man with so many inter- 
ests on the other side of the bargaining table 
was justified. 


The four other members of the Atomic 
Energy Commission are reported to be show- 
ing an increasing inclination to think for 
themselves. After five years of the domineer- 
ing Strauss, that is quite a little phenomenon. 
May Mr. McCone add to rather than subtract 
from that fine democratic attitude toward 
the whittling out of decisions. 


Highly Unessential 


Hidden down in the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee’s version of the reciprocal trade bill, 
now before the Senate, is ‘an amendment 
which would be entirely ridiculous if it were 
not potentially damaging to foreign commerce. 


This provision, suggested by Senator Byrd 
of Virginia, says in part: “ . . . the President 
shall . . . recognize the close relation of the 
economic welfare of the nation to our na- 
tional security, and shall take into considera- 
tion the impact of foreign competition on the 
economic welfare of the individual domestic 
industries.” , 


Present law permits restrictions on imports 
which threaten injury to “essential” indus- 
tries. Under Senator Byrd’s new idea of na- 
tional security, trade restrictions could be in- 
voked for any industry—including, as the 
Committee for a National Trade Policy says, 
spring clothespins, pearl buttons, glace cher- 
ries and garlic. These examples are as good 
as any. 

While the Senate may knock some other 
escape clauses out of the reciprocal trade 
bill, the Administration apparently is looking 
to a Senate-House conference committee to 
get rid of this particular bit of nonsense. The 
Senators ought to do the erasing first. Which 
Senator will insist that pearl buttons are es- 
sential to our national security or that im- 
ported garlic might be dangerous to our eco- 
nomic health? 


To Bake a Cherry Pie

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Federal Aid for Injured Industries 


Congress Considers How to Help Them, Not Just Protect Them by Tariffs 


From The National Voter, 
League of Women Voters 


Should special steps be taken to 
aid domestic industries which claim 
injury from import competition? 
This perennial question is orce again 
a burning issue for several reasons: 


First of all, the Trade Agreements 
Act has come up for renewal during 
a time of recession and economic 
uncertainty. Secondly, the current 
economic situation has intensified 
the difficulty of some of the indus- 
tries which feel particularly affected 

by imports. And 

thirdly these

tion is not the only answer, accord- 

ing to those who want-to.solve the 

“injured” industry problem without 

doing harm to the national interest. 


There are in fact several proposals - 


before Congress which present meth- 
ods of aiding these industries rather 
than protecting them from import 
competition. 


This plan would provide federal 
assistance to business enterprises, 
communities and workers injured by 
tariff reductions. The program, ac- 
cording to its proponents, represents 
an alternative to tariff increases. 


The Tariff Commission would fol- 
low its present procedure of holding 
hearings on request of an industry 
claiming injury from imports. If the 
President accepts the Tariff Commis- 
sion’s findings of injury, he could 
recommend that the facilities of the 
Trade Adjustment Program be used 
rather than a tariff increase. Indus- 
trial firms could then obtain loans, 
technical information, and the privi- 
lege of accelerating amortization in 


order to develop along new or dif- 
ferent lines of production. 

Communities could have access to 
loans, technical information and mar- 
ket research. Workers could have 
supplementary unemployment com- 
pensation benefits, earlier retirement 
under Social Security, retraining 
for new job opportunities, and trans- 
portation to new areas of employ- 
ment. 

There are several trade adjust- 
ment bills pending before the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee and the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 

A similar form of adjustment was 
recently proposed’ in a bill intro- 
duced by, four Republican Senators 
(Javits and Ives, N.Y.; Saltonstall, 
Mass., and Potter, Mich.). This bill, 
which is designed to aid small busi- 
ness concerns adversely affected by 
foreign trade, is currently pending 
before the Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee. 

In introducing this bill, Senator 
Javits pointed out what he called 
its “distinctive and new” features: 


1, If the Tariff Commission finds, 
under the escape clause, substantial 
injury to an industry and if the 
President fails to approve the Tariff 
Commission’s recommendation, a 
small business would be eligible for 
loans from the Small Business Ad- 
ministration. 

2. These small businesses would be 
able to pool their productive capaci- 
ties with the consent of. the Federal 
Trade Commission and the Attorney 
General without violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

3. The Secretary of Commerce 
would be charged with the job of co- 
ordination of government assistance 
to these businesses. 

4. The 1954 Internal Revenue Code 
would be amended to provide for 
rapid amortization of a business that 
has been hurt by the United States 
trade policy. 

According to Senator Javits, the 
answer to the problems of businesses 


adversely affected by imports is not 
to go “protectionist” but lies in pro- 
viding “concrete assistance which 
will enable those businesses affected 
to make a smooth transition into 
another line which can compete eco- 
nomically and successfully in the 
open domestic market.” 

There are also numerous bills to 
aid chronically depressed areas and 
this legislation would in many in- 
stances apply to the industries claim- 
ing injury from imports. 

This program, as presented by Sec- 
retary of Interior Seaton before a 
Senate Interior and Insular Affairs 
subcommittee, calls for “stabiliza- 
tion payments” by the Government to 
producers in five metals industries 
(lead, zinc, acid-grade fluorspar, 
tungsten) to make up the difference 
between the market prices and fixed 
“support” prices. The program is 
now embodied in a bill introduced 
by Chairman James E. Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, at the request of 
the Administration. 


The Seaton proposal was made 
four days after the Tariff Commis- 
sion had reported its finding to the 
President that serious injury in the 
lead and zinc industries has been 
caused by imports. The commission 
agreed unanimously on its finding 
but did not agree on the remedies, 
the Republicans calling for maximum 
permissible tariff increase and quota 
restrictions; the Democrats, a smaller 
tariff increase and no quotas. The 
President has 60 days in which to 
accept or reject the recommenda- 
tions. 

The Government has helped the 
mining industry in various ways in 
the past; lead and fluorspar indus- 
tries are currently being helped 
through Government purchases for 
the strategic stockpile. However, the 
Government is now faced with the 
completion or near completion of 
the stockpile requirements; for ex- 


ample, zine stockpiling was ended 


on March 31.

A Boy’s Privilege 


“OUR SON is 14 going on 15. He is a good boy, intelli- 
gent and for most part, obedient. Yesterday I was out 
when he got home and his grandmother was alone in the 
house. What does he do but take the TV apart. Then he 
couldn’t put it together again properly. He said nothing 
about what he had done so when his father turned the 
thing on it did not work. Only then did he say anything. 
‘I guess I got the thing back wrong.” His father was 
furious. We had to call in the repairman. He laughed and 
said, ‘Kids. I have a couple. They love to tinker.’ But 
don't you think a boy his age should have know better? 
What punishment should he get for this?” 


The boy who “tinkers” has all my sympathy. 
I know he makes trouble sometimes but I know 
too, how much he needs to see what makes things 
work and how things are put together to make 
them work. Usually he has a gift for construction. 
What provoked parents call destruction may be 
the reverse side of construction. It is an educative 
and developing experience that is richly rewarding 
to the investigating mind of the tinker.” 


This is why knowing fathers give their tinkers an 
old wreck of a car to take apart and try to put together 
again. It is why there is a workshop on the place and a 
heap of junk. This will keep the boy happy and busy and 
out of mischief and he will be learning much that is worth- 
while to him now and for time to come. 


Modern homes need a tinker, somebody who knows 
how to put in a fuse properly and safely; how to put on 
a washer; who knows where the trouble lies when the 
freezer stops and when to call the rapair man instead of 
trying to do the job himself. A course in the shop with 
the junk is good preparation and watching while the repair 
man works is always a splendid lesson. 


It is good practice te tell the home tinker 
that his explorations should be confined to the 
workshop and his junk pile and that the radio, the 
electric stove, the washer and the TV are off 
bounds until he has a certificate of fitness from 
somebody whose knowledge and skill give him au- 
thority. 


Punish the tinker? No. He is sorry enough for his 
blundering attempt at learning. Supply him with materials 
for research and encourage him to use them. He was not 
trying to work harm on the delicate machine. Just trying 
to learn how it worked. That's not bad, is it?

HOLLYWOOD, July 17. 

OSCAR LEVANT is without 
doubt the most talked about 
personality in Southern Cali- 
fornia today. And much of 
the flattering verbiage ema- 
nates from Levant himself. 

The magnitude of this 
achievement can be fully ap- 
preciated only when one is 
reminded that Southern Cali- 
fornia is the national haven 
for the egocentric, the unin- 
hibited, the zany, and the old- 
time medicine man, all bidding 
for attention. 

Oscar Levant has managed 
to squash the competition by 
adding two ingredients none 
of the others had to offer— 
literacy and culture. And 
when this formula has failed 
him, he fortunately has been 
able to draw on a host of tal- 
ented—and  tolerant—friends 
to heighten the entertainment 
value of his local TV show, 
the source of his sudden and 
spectacular fame. 

After more than three dec- 
ades of sharing the limelight 
with others, Levant has final- 
ly made it alone. Even his 
pretty and razor-witted wife, 
June, who succeeded in giving 
the program me semblance 
of balance d_ stability, as 
well as charm, is now out of 
the picture. His insistence on 
making an electronic display 
of their domestic differences 
caused her to file suit for di- 
vorce last week. 


If, after 18 years of mar- 
Tiage, Levant’s devoted 
spouse has decided she and 
her husband were not made 
for each other, devoted 
sponsors are convinced that 
Oscar Levant and Southern 
California were. He_ gets 
$1800 a week for two 90- 
minute stints, which means 
he is paid at the rate of $600 
an hour. One member of 
the new Levant cult has 
pointed out that this is at 
least 25 times more than the 
hourly rate of Oscar’s psy- 
chiatrist, loyally adding that 
the analyst is still doing well 
because while the rest of 
Southern California does its 
Levant-watching on its own 
time, the psychiatrist is get- 
ting paid for the privilege. 


When Levant recently 
switched TV _ channels, his 
sponsors went with him, for 
almost everybody within range 
compulsively tunes in on his 
twice-a-week show, eggheads 
and fatheads alike. There's 
hardly a college professor, cab 
driver or short-order cook who 
doesn't affectionately refer to 
him as “Oscar.” Even Holly- 
wood has almost forgotten the 
name once referred to a cov- 
eted annual award for dis- 
tinguished performance in 
movie-making. 

Within the space of a few 
short months, Oscar Levant has 
become an institution, and it 
would not be objective report- 
ing to ignore the fact that 
there is a considerable minori- 
ty who feel he should go back 
to one. 

Among those who would dis- 
agree with this view is a prom- 
inent Beverly Hills psychia- 
trist, Dr. Frederick J. Hacker. 
The Los Angeles Mirror News 
recently published a series of 
articles on Levant, and the 
newspaper invited Dr. Hacker 
to make some observations on 
Levant’s TV performance. The 
doctor, who has never met Le- 


vant but indicated he was a 
devoted follower, was only too 
happy ot oblige: 

“He aggressively lashes out 
at everything—at all pretense 
and pretentiousness; at all con- 
formity, delusion, deception 
and pomposity, at everybody 
and everything, particularly at 
himself. By unmasking him- 
self, Oscar Levant demon- 
strates to us the many wounds 
from which his creativeness 
springs. The spectacle of Os- 
car’s freedom—painfully driven 
to the point of self-destruction 
but continuing the eternal 
quest—may make it easier for 
some of us to tolerate our 
anxieties. We admire him be- 
cause he makes us laugh in 
the process. For the courage 
with which he permits us to 
participate in it by watching 


him, we should—and do—love 
him.” 

Dr. Hacker's love for Le- 
vant, however, is apparently 


in some conflict with devotion 
and loyalty to his own profes- 
sion, for he also wrote: 


“I know nothing about his 
case which I am sure is fas- 
cinating but probably not 
quite as interesting or unique 
as he would like us to be- 
lieve. But looking at his 
tortured performance, a 
psychoanalyst might wish he 
would plug Billy Graham 
rather than Sigmund Freud.” 

Time magazine recently put 
it less affectionately but more 
succinctly: “To Oscar Levant, 
an ounce of _ attention is 
worth a pound of cure .. 

The TV columnist on the 


conservative Los Angeles 
Times, Southern California's 
most influential newspaper, 


recently noted that Levant “‘is 
the best thing that has hap- 
pened to television since the 
microwave.” 

“I know that his enormous 
nervousness, his trembling 
neuroticism, his eternal blink- 
ing and clutching at his heart, 
upsets many a viewer,” wrote 
the columnist. “On the other 
hand, Oscar’s tremendous 
store of knowledge, his bitter 
wit, his harsh and grating 
personality which moves like 
a file through the bland ba- 
nality of television, his extra- 
ordinary intellectual comment 
have won him the most loyal 
and articulate aggregation of 
followers that television at the 
moment knows.” 

So enchanted was this col- 
umnist with Levant that he 
agreed to appear twice on the 
show as a guest. He was only 
one of a remarkable list of 
people who have appeared with 
Levant and it is a matter of 
speculation as to whether the 


motivation for these visits 
was affection, masochism or 
pity. 


Among those who have per- 
mitted themselves to be put 
on public display by Levant 
are Christopher Isherwood, 
Leo Durocher, Sugar Ray 
Robinson, Aldous Huxley, Red 
Skelton, Dean Martin, Sammy 
Davis Jr., Nobel Prize Winner 
Linus Pauling, Eartha Kitt and 
many others. 

In fact, Groucho Marx is 
the only major Hollywood per- 
sonality to flatly turn down 
Levant’s invitation to appear 
on his show. 


Lunching with Levant, I 
delicately brought this mat- 
ter up, but Levant’s response 
suggested—to Levant, any- 
way—that he could also be 
sympathetic to other people's 
problems.

He was launched on his new 
career by the illness of a lo- 
cal. television personality, who 
asked Levant to pinch-hit for 
him, Levant became an over- 
night sensation in his new 
role, and when his robust host 
returned to his post sooner 
than was expected, the station 
offered Levant a similar pro- 
gram of his own. 


Levant not only took many 
of the viewers with him, but 
tried to take a few of the 
sponsors as well. This resulted 
in a publicly aired feud, 
which didn’t hurt Levant. He 
had become so popular the 
executives of the TV station 
suffered his abuses before the 
camera in silence, until one 
night he was notified that 
one of his sponsors, a national 
manufacturer of home ap- 
pliances, was dropping him. 

Levant, in a fit of pique, 
promptly advised his viewers 
to boycott the manufacturer's 
goods, suggesting they weren't 
very good anyway. That did it. 
The station fired him. Two 
days later, they rehired him, 
with the announcement that 
they reversed themselves be- 
cause of Levant’s abject apol- 
ogies for his effrontery. 


Levant had a different ver- 
sion of the rapprochment: 
“The station just wanted to 
save itself from _ oblivion,” 
he said. 

Several days later, another 
local channel offered him a 
better deal, and Oscar snapped 
it up. The fact that some 
weeks earlier on his TV pro- 
gram he had cast some doubt 
on the integrity of the station 
now bidding for his services 
didn’t seem to raise any prob- 
lems in the negotiations. His 
viewers loyally followed him; 
so did his sponsors. 

Levant seems to.inspire peo- 
ple to speak of him in epi- 
grams. Producer Jerry Wald, 
who is planning to do a movie 
on Levant’s life, recently re- 
marked: “The only predictable 
thing about Oscar is his un- 


predictability.” S. N. Behr- 
man, the playwright, once 
wrote in a foreword to Le- 


vant’s book, “A Smattering of 
Ignorance,” “Oscar is a charac- 
ter, who, if he didn’t exist, 


couldn't be imagined.” 

In these observations, there 
may be some clue to Levant’s 
current popularity. Whatever 
else may be said of Levant as 
a TV wit, one thing is certain 
—he has no writers. He ad libs 
his way through 90 minutes, 
and while the consensus is 
he has a fair batting average, 
it is doubtful that his humor 
is enough to hold his vast 
audience. Some say it’s the 
same morbid curiosity that at- 
tracts a crowd to the scene of 
a street accident, but there 
are many who will argue that 
this isn’t the whole answer, 
either. There may not be any. 
It is like trying to apply cold 
logic in a totally 
situation.

The limelight, of course, is 
nothing new to Levant in his 
§2 years. The late George 
Gershwin was his key to the 
sophisticated literary set in 
New York. He broke bread— 
usually their bread—with the 
great long before he was known 
to the general public. He 
once described himself in that 
period as “a penthouse beach- 
comber” and was frequently a 
free-loading guest but he kow- 
towed to no one. 

Once, after an extended stay 
at the home of playright George 
Kaufman, the story was told 
that as he packed his bags, 
Mrs. Kaufman advised Levant 
that to save him embarrass- 
ment, she’d given each of the 
servants $3 and told them it 
was from him. Levant was 
indignant. “Why didn’t you 
make it $5?” he demanded. 
“You want them to think I'm 
stingy?” 

He was an aspiring compos- 
er-pianist at the itme with 
very modest success and his 
real rise: to prominence came 
with  radio’s “Information 
Please,” on which he was a 
regular member of the panel. 
It was his lugubrious wit on 
this weekly program that es- 
tablished him as a national 
personality and this in turn 
was his entree to the concert 
stage. 

He himself admits he made 
the big time musical world 
through the back door. He has 
been soloist with all of the 
major American symphonies, 
has composed numerous seri- 
ous and popular works, has 
written and acted in movies— 
always acting the role of Oscar 
Levant, incidentally. 

As for musical talent, there 
are widely disparate views. One

Its off 
moments are like the Sunday 
afternoon of a pugilist all 
dressed up and no place to go.” 
Thomson also wrote of Levant: 
“I suspect its piecemeal char- 
acter (Levant’s piano concerto) 
of being due to lack of a cen- 
tral musical idea or domina- 
ting emotional urge. Its most 
obvious single communication 
is the composer's desire, deter- 
mination even, to write a piano 
concerto. I sometimes wish 
Levant would not work so hard 
at being a composer. He seems 
afraid to relax and let the mu- 
sic _write itself.”

Then, of a Gershwin per= 
formance, Thomson said: 

Levant has grown up and ‘be 
come a master.” 

The lay critics of his TV 
performance are less reserved 
in their praise. “Oscar's ter- 
rific” is not an uncommon 
tribute these days. But a man 
of Levant’s intelligence and 
sophistication, in his quieter ~ 
moments, cannot be entirely... 
insensible to the suggestion in. 
many of the articles ‘ about 
him that he is making an un-" 
comfortable spectacle of him- 
self and he is more to be 
pitied than laughed at.

THE AMERICAN WOMAN, 
who makes the best pie in the 
world, seems to quit right 
there and rest on her laurels, 
as far as desserts are con- 
cerned. When she departs 
from the pie her tastes go 
haywire and she comes up with 
rice puddings, stuff made with 
gelatine, and tapioca surprise. 

Now most men of good ap- 
petite love desserts. Watch the 
average man when he’s eéat- 
ing in a hotel or on a dining 
car. Does he eat tapioca? He 
dots not. He orders the 
fanciest, showiest dessert on 
the menu, that’s what he does. 

As a matter of fact, most 
of the really famous desserts 
were invented by men, and 
none of them is so compli- 
cated it can’t be turned out 
by the Little Woman. The 
great Escoffier invented, 
among other things, Peaches 
Eugenie, a dandy dessert. Now 
that big ripe peaches are 
available, let’s have a go at it. 

Select as many big juicy 
peaches as you have guests. 
Peel them and halve them and 
remove the stones. Put them 
in a flat glassware dish with 
sides and distribute straw- 
berries among them. Frozen 
strawberries will work fine. 
Spread a thin layer of sugar 
over the whole works and 
then sprinkle it generously 
ong Kirsch, Put it in the ice 

x. 


Now take a half dozen eggs 
yolks, beat them until they’re 
stiff, sweeten them generously 
with sugar, beat them again, 
pour in a cup of champagne 
and beat over hot water until 
thick. Pour this on the fruit, 
chill it all together and serve 
it up. 

Another invention of Escof- 
fier, known all over the world, 
is Peaches Melba. It’s even 
easier. Peel a ripe peach for 
each guest and poach it gently 
in vanilla-flavored sirup. Then 
sprinkle the peaches with sugar 
and keep them cool. Put a 
layer of creamy vanilla ice 
cream in a glass dish, put on 
the peach half, and cover it 
with sweetened raspberry 
puree.
